Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Special.] 
—Officiats of the war department have prac- 


-tically completed the preliminary arrange- 


ments for the purchase of 110 acres of land 
for extending the fort at Fort Sheridan, so 
as to accommodate several additional regi- 
ments. The fort at this point will be enlarged 
and drill ground be established, so as to im- 
prove the rifle practice for troops stationed at 
this camp. An appropriation of $80,000 was 
authorized by the last congress for the en- 
largement of the camp, the extension of the 
rifle range, the erection of additional bar- 
racks, and the accommodation of at least one 
additional regiment. The policy of the de- 
partment is to enlarge the forts located in 
the cities where railroad transportation fa- 
cilities are first class. This policy has been 
decided upon so as to enable the government 
to place the troops in any section of the 
country where their services will be needed: 
most. 

Congress, at its last session, authorized the 
purchase of 845 acres of land so as to enlarge 
the camp at Fort Riley to enable the regular 
troops and the national guards to engage in 
practice. marches and rifle practice and to 
equip them for the serious business of war. 
The appropriations for the extension of these 
two forts will not be available until the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year on July 1, butit has 
been agreed by the army officers having con- 
trol of the matter to decide upon the plans to 
be carried out in advance, so as to prevent

BAD DAY FOR GAMBLERS. 


LAKESIDE GETS ULTIMATUM OF: 
GOV. DURBIN. 


Condon Promises to Abolish Public 
Pool Selling, but This Does Not Sat- 
isfy Hammond's Police Chief, Who 
Will Again Visit Track with Force 

Temerrow—Gov. Yates 
Chicago and Sheriff Barrett Agrees 
te Investigate Evason Soon, 


There were sufficient developments in the 
gambling situation around Chicago yester- 
day to keep the sporting fraternity on the 
anxious seat all day. 

In the first place, Chief of Police Cox of 
Hammond visited the Lakeside track, under 
orders from Gov. Durbin of Indiana, and or- 
dered all pool sellifig stopped. John Con- 
don promiged to tear out the betting booths 
and abolish ‘‘ public’ pool selling. A clash 
at the track tomorrow would not surprise 
those familiar with conditions. It was in- 
timated at the track that the bookmakers 
would adopt the method used at Washington 
park and im New York. Chief-Cox declared, 
however, that there should be no gambling of 
any kind at the track, and that he would be 
on hand with a sufficient force to see that 
there was none. 

In Illinois Gov. Yates said it was ‘‘ up to” 
Sheriff Barrett to close the Evason poolroom. 
From West Baden Mr. Barrett sent word he 
might do so when he returned to Chicago, 
“in a few days,” and had time to investi- 
gate matters, 

In racetrack circles there was a report that 
the sheriff's “few days’ would be long 
enough to allow the gamblers to make suf- 
ficient profits, after which they would close 
until the sheriff took another trip. 

Cox Delivers Durbin’s Ultimatum. 

The crowd at Lakeside, just over the Indi- 
ana line, was smater than usual yesterday 
betause of the expected raid, byt the gam- 
bling was not interrupted until after. the 
The excitement in the betting 
ring just before the start of the fifth was at 
its height when a side door ’wung open and 
in walked a slender man wearing three gold 
stars on the collar of his blue uniform coat. 
It was Chief Cox. For a moment he sur- 
veyed the tumultuous mass of humanity 
within the ring of booths, and then he found 
his path blocked by Supt. “ Rod” Wells of 
the track management. 

** Mr. Condon is waiting for you; this way, 
please,’’ said Mr. Wells suavely. He hed the 
way out of the tumult of the betting ring 
into the corner office, where blind John Con- 
don sat. 

**Gov. Durbin wishes me to you 
that all booknraking must stop at thistrack,’’ 
said Chief Cox to Condon. ‘“ It eannot be 
longer permitted, even if we should have to 
resort to force to stop it.’’ 


“ Public ” Betting to Stop. 

** Ah, no need of such measures, no need at” 
all, chief, I assure you,’ replied Condon. 
“If the governor says stop, why stopit shall 
be. The booths will all be removed after the 
next race and there shall be no public poor 
selling here throughout the remainder of the 

meet.”’ 

With that promise. Chief Cox prof da him- 
self satisfied and withdrew. The sixth race 
was run and then the management issued 
an announcement. Jt Was stated that Mr. 
Cond6n would have to keep faith with the 
large number of horse owners at the track 
by running through the program book issued 
for the meeting, and that if people should 
indulge in speculation among themselves 
after the plan adopted around New York he 
could not well prevent it. He gave orders 
for all the boo ing booths to be removed 
as soon as the crowd departed from the 
track. 

It is expected that the bookmakers will 
be found seated in chairs tomorrow as atthe 
Washington Park meets. The bettor will 
receive a blank card and keep his own record 
of the bet made. When Chief Cox was told 
of this scheme to evade the spirit of Gov. 
Durbin’s mandate he said -" would allow no 
subterfuges. 

Predict End of Lakeside. 

With the discontinuance of open betting 
racing at Lakeside is said to be practically 
dead. This meet will be run off, but it will 
probably be the last one. The ten year lease 
on the track expires next February, and it 
is practically decided to give up the meet- 
ing planned for the fall. Condon declared 
last night Lakeside had always been a son- 
ing venture.

Expects Barrett to Do His Duty. 

*T expect Sheriff Barrett to do his duty 
with regard to gambling in poolrooms with- 
out waiting for specific orders from me,” 
said the governor. ‘“ When I stopped 
the prize fight which was to have been held 
in Chicago I was asked by the sheriff what he 
should do.

MILWAUKEE CAPITALIST 
CHARGED WITH BIG FRAUDS. 
Affairs of Henry Herman Brought Into 


Court by a Contest for Portion of His 
Property—Receiver Is Asked For. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 18.—[Special.]—The 
alleged absconding of Henry Herman, pro- 
moter, capitalist, manager of estates, and 
receiver of the Plankifton bank, whose de- 
falcations are said to reach a great sum, 
was brought to the official notice of the 
courts today by the filing of papers in a suit 
begun by George Bilis against Charles Fitz- 
gerald and Henry Herman. A receiver is 
also asked for his property. The object of 
the action is to establish the plaintiff's in- 
terest in realty owned by Mr. Fitzgerald and 
mortgaged by him to Herman. The com- 
plaint states that through a mistake or over- 
sight the plaintiff received the assignment 
of the mortgage without having it witnessed. 
The complaint charges that Herman has left 
the country. Many similar actions are con- 
templated, involving, it is said, several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. |

CITY HURLS BACK 
“OWNERSHIP BILL| 


Mayor and Traction Commit- 
tee Denounce Lindly Sub- 
stitute as Danger- 
ous Measure. 


VOTE TO REOPEN FIGHT. 


Delegation Goes to Springfield 
Tomorrow and Again Will 
Demand Justice for 
Chicago. 


Labeled as a makeshift and as a dangerous 
document, the substitute municipal owner- 
ship bill was hurled back at the Lindly com- 
mittee of the house of representatives yes- 
terday and the fight for just legislation for 
Chicago was ordered reopened. 

This was the action taken at a special 
conference of members of the council local 
transportation committee and Mayor Har- 
rison held in the city hall during the after- 
noon. 

Tomorrow night a lafge delegation of the 
council, backed by the members of the Cit- 
izens’ committee and the nonpartisan com- 
mittee of fifty, will make another trip to. 
Springfield to renew the fight for a municipal 
ownership measure such as will meet Chi- 
cago’s needs. 


Conference at the Annex. 

, Another conference in which the traction 
question is believed to have been discussed 
was held at the Annex last night. Those 
present were Gov. Yates, Congressman Will- 
jam Lorimer, and Col. E. R. Bliss, general 
counsel for the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, and who speaks practically for the 
Union Traction interests also. :

Lindly Measure Dangerous. 

The ‘substitute ” bill was. branded by the 
eity hall conference as a measure full of pit- 
fails for Chicago—a bill which, if passed, 
will delay any traction settlement until next 
spring, or force the city to extend existing 
franchises without incorporating a reserva- 
tion for the municipality to take over the 
properties when the time may be considered 
ripe for municipal control and operation. 

It was charged, further, that the terms 
of the “ substitute’? measure include one 
clause which is a direct invitation to the 
present companies to come to Springfield 
and “see” that changes are made. 

The hardest fight possible will be made. 
for amendments to the Lindly bill which will 
satisfy Chicago’s demands or the direct sub- 
stitution of the Mueller bill when that 
measure comes up in the house on second 
reading on Wednesday. 


Vital Defects in Substitute. 


The result of the conference was the quick 
conclusion that the “substitute’’ bill is 
vitally defective in two most important 
points. Of these the one most pressing is 
this: One clause holds that no city ‘‘ shall 
proceed to own, construct, acquire, purchase, 
maintain, or operate’’ railways unless the 
proposition therefor shall be first approved 
under the referendum. There will be no 
election at which this question could be 
properly submitted, it is held, until the al- 
dermanic election of next spring. Conse- 
quently, it is asserted, no reservation for 
ultimate municipal control and ‘ownership 
could be incorporated in any ordinance which 
might be drafted in settlement of the fran- 
chise extension problem prior to that time. 

The second fault is that the provision that 
any foreclosure, in the event of the city 
taking over the lines by raising money on is- 
suance of street railway certificates or bonds, 
the mortgage holders are granted but three 
years of operation of the properties. It is 
held that this would prevent any financier 
from advancing money on these street rail- 
way certificates, as his surety of “three 
years’ right of operation ’”’ would be merely 
equivalent to turning over the plant as “ old 
junk.” This clause, all assert, absolutely 
kills any financial plan by which the proper 
ties might be taken over. 


Provision Called a Trick. 


The provision, too, that the city, after se- 
curing title, may lease properties only to 
‘“‘any company incorporated under an act 
entitled ‘an act concerning corporations,’ 
approved April 18, 1872, and in force July 18, 
1872, for the purpose of operating street rail- 
ways,” is called a clever trick. This is the 
general incorporation act, and the City rail- 
way company and all underlying lines of the 
Union Traction company were incorporated 
urider lawe in force before the act of 1872 was 
passed. Hence, if thecity at any future time 
should desire to lease the taken over proper- 
ties to the highest bidding syndicate to oper- 
ate, as has been done in Toronto, it is said 
the ola companies could not bid. 

“That clause,”’ said one of the aldermen. 
who asked that his name be withheld, “ is 
merely an invitation to the companies to get 
down to Springfield and settle. That's all 
it is.”” 

The omission of the clause providing that 
on streets where tracks already are laid 
frontage consents shall not be needed If thewe 
tracks are taken over by new companies is 
pronounced a serious fault. — 

“There is no such thing as a renewal of a 
franchise,’’ said Ald. Foreman. ‘‘ Any new 
franchise is a new franchise. Consequently, 
if any of the companies should take over its 
tracks again for another term under a new 
ordinance it should not be required to get new 
frontage consents. If that requirement were 
made, as the ‘ stfbstitute bill’ seems to in- 
tend, there would be tremendous opportuni- 
ties for ‘ shakedowns.’ ”’ 


Meyor Denounces the Bill. 

Mayor Harrison expressed the decision of 
the entire committee. 

‘‘ That bill is not worth a snap of the fingers 
as far as a settlement of thetraction problem 
is concerned,’’ said he. ‘“‘ Its passage would 
delay settlement of the franchise problem 
at least for another year, as there will be no 
election until next spring at which the right 
to incorporate a municipal ownership reser- 
vation in the new ordinances could be sub- 
mitted to the people, under the required 
referendum, for approval.

BOY RON DOWN BY AUTO. 


FEUR DOES,NOT STOP. 


Harry Williams, 14 Years Old and thé 
Support of Mother and Brother, Is 
Badly Injured by Machine Which 
Strikes Him in Jackson Boulevard— 
Other Automobilists Refuse Aid to 
Park Policeman Who Seeks te Ge 
in Pursuit—Failure to Ring Gong. 


An automobilist, identity unknown, was 
speeding his machine along Jackson boule- 
vard last evening, when, at Center avenue, 
he struck and seriously injured Harry Will- 
iams, 14 years old, who is the sole support 
of an invalid brother and widowed mother 
who live at 621 West Fulton street.

Policeman Leonard etarted in pursuit, 
shouting for the automobilist to stop. His 
commands were unheeded and Leonard 
turned called to the of another 
automobile to stop. ; 

“ That fellow just ahead ran down a boy 
and I want to Gatch him,” the policeman ex- 
plained. “* Can’t you ne a seat in your 
machine ?’’ 

The automobilist paid no attention to the 
request and continued on his way. 

Other occupants of automobiles were ac- 
costed with similar result and while the po- 
liceman was begging for aid the first 
chauffeur and his machine disappeared in the 
distance. Then Leonard went back to care 
for the injured boy, who was almost uncon- 
scious and hardly able to give his name. 


Failed to Ring Gong. 

The accident was witnessed by a number 
of persons, all of whom say the automobilist 
did not ring his gong till he was almost upon 
young Williams. The offender is described 
as wearing an oilskin cap, which was pulled 
down over his eyes. Despite the cap, how- 
ever, a number of the witnésses believe they 
could identify the wearer. 

Policeman Leonard, too, is confident that 
he would know the automobilist’on sight, 
and a close watch of the boulevards will be 
kept today in hope the chauffeur. can be 
arrested. The machine that injured the boy 
is said to have been of ordinary pattern and 
to offer no clew to the owner's identity.

LIKELY TO WIN. 


New Improbable as It 
Has Been Amended So ‘as to 
Kill Its Value; Revenue 

Laws Yet toCome. | 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 

Springfield, Ill.. April 18.—[Special.]—Of 
all the 1,600 bills Introduced in the present 
session of the general assembly, thirty of 
them apply particularly to Chicago and Cook 
county.. Of these two are hopelessly dead. 
Of the re nder some are moribund, while 
the majori have a good chance of om 
sage before the legislature adjourns. 

The most important one, the bill—or to be 
more exact—the resolution, looking toward 
a constitytional amendment under which 
Chicago could get a different and muéh 
amplified charter, has only slight show of 
passage. It has been amended in the sens 
ate so as largely to destroy its usefulness, 
and, requiring a two-thirds vote, has not 
a good chance to pass the‘ house. 

The sanitary district bill, intended to in- 
clude Evanston and South Chicago in the 
sanitary district, probably will go through. 
It is in excellent’ shape and already is out 
of the senate, 


Bills on the Revenue Law. 

There are a number of bills affecting the 
revenue law, the most important of which is 
the capital stock bill, intended to exempt 
from assessment the capital stock of purely 
mercantile corporations; a bill introduced by 
Senator Humphrey, which would make the 
town having the highest assessment the

Greater Chicago Resolution. 

Of the Chicago measures pending the most 

important is the greater Chicago resolution, 

Its chief points are as follows: 

OBJECTS OF THE MBEASURE.—Looks towaré 
a new charter for Chicago by way of a consti- 
tuttonal amendment, and subsidiary legislation. 
This resolution was the outcome of the charter 
convention in Chicago. It is intended to con- 
solidate all the taxing bodies within the limits 
of Cook county, except the sanitary district. 
It is intended to abolish justice courte, and sub- 
stitute municipal courts. To change the con- 
stitutional limitation on Chicago’s bonded. in- 
debtednss so as to make it 5 per cent on the 

‘actual instead of the assessed valuation. To. 
give the city council authority to legislate on 
matters affecting Chicago alone. To make it 
possible for the general assembly to legislate 
for the needs of Chicago alone without making 
the acts uniform throughout the state. In. 
Short, to cure the ils of which Chicago has 
been complaining for many years. 

STATUS OF THE MBASURE.—In the senate the 
resolution was amended by Senator Humphrey 
s0 as to make it apply only to the territory within 

the existing limite of Chicago, and provide twe

CHANCES OF FINAL PASSAGE.—It is being 
actively pressed by both the legislative com- 
mittee of the charter convention and the real 
estate board of Chicago, but grave doubt ie 
felt as to ite success tn that it requires a two- 
thirde, or 102 votes, of the house to pases it, it 
being a provision for an amendment tothe) 
constitution. 

To Enlarge Sanitary District.

Ald. Raymer—We won't stand for it. The bill 
would do nothing for Chicago. It must be amend- 
ed or the Mueller bill substituted. 

Ald. Jackson—It is mom unsatisfactory. That 
three year clause defeats the plan #f financing the 
taking over of the properties. We need’a clause 
extending the direct right to the city to write into 
new ordinances reservation clauses for the taking 
over of the properties at stated periods during the 
life of the new franchiees. ‘ 

Ald. Foreman—As far as that bill is concerned, 
its only merit lies in the first sentence, which ex- 
tends only the bald right of municipal ownership 
to cities. The rest of it, for any good it contains, 
might just as well-be cut out. The bill is danger- 
ous in the pointe set out. 

Ald. Eildémann—tThe bill is a farce in respect to 
its plan of taking over properties, hen that 
three year clause is tacked on. It isa ‘Uisabling,’ 
not- an enabling act, and it all but makes the way 
to municipal ownership and operation impossible, 

Ald. Young—The bill is bad, extremely bad. I 
believe it would leave the city worse off than it is 
now, so far as being a factor for good toward set- 
tlement of the problem. ' 


Plan to Oppose Chicago. 

Several local members of the legislature 
who returned from Springfield yesterday as- 
serted that there was a well defined plan 
not to extend Chicago any relief. Said one 
prominent member: 

‘‘ The bill was aimed to stir up dissatisfac- 
tion here. Then claim can be set up that 
‘Chicago doesn’t know what it wants; isn’t 
satisfied with anything,’ and the bill will go 
by the board,” 

Evert Col. E. R. Bliss, general counsel for 
the Chicago City railway, pronounced the bill 
valueless.

BOAT STRIKES SUNKEN MASS 
AND NEARLY BROKEN IN TWO. 


Steamer Saranac Crashes Into Unchart- 
ed Obstruction—Firemen Are Panic 
Stricken and One Becomes Frantic. 


With a fifty mile gale driving it up Lake 
Michigan, the big stéel steamer Saranac 
of the Lehigh Valley line struck a sunken, 
uncharted obstruction and was nearly broken 
in two. Naval architects declared it a mira- 
cle that the vessel did not sink with all 
bands. 

Not until the hull of the vessel was bared | 
at a dry dock in the north branch of Chi- 


cago river yesterday was the full extent of | 


the damage known. Then a survey showed 
twenty of the frames and stanchions broken, 
three immense deck beams shattered, and 
bolts and rivets started in all portions of the 
ship. For seventy feet along the deck the 
heavy steel plates are bent and twisted. 
Forty plates will have to be replaced on hull 
end deck. Repairs will take several weeks 
and will cost $20,000. 

The firemen onthe Saranac were unused 
to the lake and one of them was driven fran- 
tic by terror when the accident occurred. 
The shock came at midday on Thursday. 

Leon La Vign, a porter, was nearly washed 
overboard by the first big wave boarding the 
ship. All the firemen were new men on the 
water and they became panic stricken. Two 
of them fainted, and another, Richard Saurs, 
peemed to lose his mind. He was dragged 
from the stoke hold and put into the cargo 
hold, where he was held until the _ ship 
reached Milwaukee. Then he was sent to the 


Marine hospital. 

At Milwaukee a hasty mination of the 
ship’s interior was made, and it was decided, 
to send it toChicagoforrepairs. It made the 
trip in mild weather without mishap.

Mozart's ‘‘ The Magic Flute ” was the pop- 
ular performance given by the Metropolitan 
company during its visit here last season, 
attracting then the two crowded houses of 
the engagement. Yesterday it was again 
offered, and again it filled the Auditorium to 
the last desirable standing place. Over 5,000 
persons were in the great opera house, and 


not a seat was vacated until aftér the final » 


curtain had fallen. It was an audience im- 
pressive in size; and the enthusiasm with 
which it received the Mozart music told of 
enjoyment thorough and unqualified. 

The singers caught the happy spirit of the 
occasion, and gave generously of their best 
abilities. Nearly every one of the important 
arias of the score were demanded, Mme. 
Sembrich repeating the second of her arias, 
Mr. De e the “‘ Qui sdegno,”’ Mr. Cam- 
panari the song with bell accompaniment 
in the last act, Mme. Gadski the great aria 
in the silence scene, and Mr. Campanari and 
Mme. Scheff the duet for Papageno and 
Papagena. It wasa gala afternoon, and all 
concerned were happy. 

As for the performance itself it was vir- 
tually identical with the first one given last 
season, only that as a whole it was even 
better. The Tamino of Mr. Salignac—the one 
important rdle not in the same hands as last 
year—proved in every way superior to that 
of Mr. Dippel, the ItaMan’s voice being suited 
to the Mozart music, his art being of the re- 
fined sort required, and his acting and ap- 
pearance being admirably fitted to the rdle. 
He was a_ thoroughly satisfying interpreter 
of the part, and added materially to the fin- 
ish and worth of the performance. oa 

Mme. Gadski was again the Pamina, ana 


again charmed not alone by the loveliness 


of her appearance but by the admirable 


manner in which she sang the Mozart music. 
Her rendition of the “Ah lo so"’. was in 
every respect masterly, and the insistent 
demand it awakened for a repetition was but 
its just tribute. Mme. Sembrich was in 
her most brilliant vocal condition, and gave 
the two arias of the Quéen of Night in the 
inimitable manner possible to her when thus 
disposed, and Mr. De Reszke as Sdrastro 
was as dignified and as vocally magnificent 
as before, compassing to the deep tones of 
the two familiar arias with impressive 
sonority. Mr. Campanari has no role in 
which he appears to better advantage than 
in that of Papageno. He is about as idealan 
interpreter of the part as could be desired, 
voice, style, appearance, and action all be- 
ing eminently suitable. Mme. Scheff was as 
ever a charmingly spirited Papagena, Mr. 
Reiss a Monostato, whose equal would be 
difficult to discover, and Mmes.:Homer, Sey- 
gard, and ‘Bridewell as the Tre Damigelile 
and Mmes, Marilly, Cauteran, and Mapleson 
as the Tre Gen| being satisfactory. — 


Another large audience-assembled at 7:30 
o'clock to hear Gétterdimmerung.'’ The 
house was not crowded as at the matinée, 
but it was well filled, and the enthusiasm, 
although prevented by the nature of the 
music drama from being as freely expressed 
as was possible during the performance of 
Mozart's opera, was nevertheless genuine 
and hearty. The representation the last sec~- 
tion of the trilogy received was in many 
respects musically notable. The orchestra, 


under Mr. Hertz’s leadership, covered itself 


with glory,-the great score being played 
with fine technical finish and splendid at- 
tention to detail and the Rhine Journey and 
the Funeral March being given with an 
abundance of color and breadth that mede 
them interesting and effective, and in many 
ways notable. 

Mme. Nordica as Brunnhilde was again in 
her proper element and she gave a portrayal 
of the part worthy of a place beside the 
magnificent Isolde with which she favored 
us last week. The joyous abandonment to 
happiness in the opening scene, the firmness 
of her refusal of Waltraute’s request, the 
fine flerceness of the denunciation of Sieg- 
fried, and the dignity. and breadth of the 
delivery of the immolation scene—these were 
the prominent features of an interpretation 
of a great réle that was both histrionically 
and vocally deserving of only the highest 
and most unqualified praise.’ 

Mr. Burgstaller was even better as the 
elder Siegfried than as the younger. Hethas 
the bigness of physique and of manner for 
the hero, and he sang and acted excellently, 
his voice remaining clear and fresh to the 
last—the hoarseness in the recital being but 
momentary—and his acting containing many 
significant and illuminative details that bore 
witness to the care and intelligence with 
which he had studied the part.

EARLY DAY MAYOR DEAD. 


Coming West in 1836, Blected Execua- 
tive of Chicago Twice in Early 50s, 
Amasses Large Fortune, and Re- 
moves to Eastern City in 1863—Aged 
91, and Left Several Children, Who 
Manage Property—Foundation of 


Wealth Laid in Leather Business, 


Walter 8S. Gurnee, one of Chicago’s pioneer 
settlers, for. two terms mayor of the city | 


during the early "50s, died yesterday in New 
York City at his residence, 626 Fifth avenue. 


By his death one of the directing factors of. 


the early days, when Chicago was a village 
is removed, and the summer colony at Bar 
Harbor, Me., has met a loss of one of its 
most striking figures. , 

Though 91 years of age Mr. Gurnee re- 
tained his vigor to the last. In the months of 
summer he was seen daily on the promenades 
at Bar Harbor. He had seen that resort 
grow from a village on the New England 
coast where a few families sought seclusion 
and rest until it became the center of one 
of the most attractive summer colonies on 
the Atlantic shores. 

Here it was that Chicagoans kept up their 
friendships with the former mayor and 
pioneer, who left the west and took up his 
home in New York in 1868. Mr. Gurnee had 
been an extensive traveler, a:.student of art 
and literature, and much of his wealth went 
to encourage both. 


In Chicago in 1836. 

It was in 18386that Mr. Gurnee came to Chi- 
cago. A few traile and a couple of steam- 
boats of more or less stability afforded the 
only means of reaching the village at the 
forks of the Chicago river, the traveler com- 
ing from Detroit, where he had spent a year 
after leaving his home in New York state. 
The foundation for the fortune which he 
afterwards accumulated was laid in the sad- 
diery and harness business. In partnership 
with P. L. Yoe, who died some years ago, 
Mr. Gurnee established what was then the 
largest tannery in the west. It brought new 
vigor to the limited business which Chicago 
then enjoyed. 


When the board of trade was established in 


Chicago Mr. Gurnee became one of the mem- 
bers of its first directory. He extended his 
business interests, his wealth increased, and 
fe made heavy real estate investments. The 
early 60s found him living in what was then 
ene of the largest mansions in Chicago. It 
faced Michigan avenue and stood on thesite 
now occupied by the Chicago club. 
Practically all Chicago’s men of wealth of 
that period lived in this block. The home of 
J. ¥. Scammon was there. The residence of 
P. F. W. Peck stood almost next door to the 
Gurnee home. In that biock, too, were the 


houses of Judge 


Walker. 

This stretch of then was called 
the ‘‘ Terrace block.”’ Because all the resi- 
dems of the block were men of wealth the 
title of “ Poor Man's row’"’ was applied by 
some jocular citizen of the period, and ‘‘ Poor 
Mans row "’ was the name which clung to the 
line of fashtonabR homes until progress re- 
sulted in their @emolition. 


Elected Mayor in 1851. 


In 1851 Mr. Gurnee was elected to serve as 
the fifteenth mayor of Chicago, the term 
then being for one year. He was the 
nominee on the democratic ticket and suc- 
ceeded James Curtiss. In 1852 he was re- 
elected, retiring in 1853 to devote himself 
to his business interests. He was a close 
friend of “Long John’’ Wentworth and 
extended all possible aid to this democratic 
candidate when he was placed in the mayor's 
chair in 1857 and again in 1860. 

Mr. Gurnee joined the army of Chicagoans 
who have left the city after accumulating 
fortunes. When he went to New York he 
took with him title to Chicago property 
valued at that time at $3,000,000. Sincethen 
these holdings have tremendously increased 


‘in value. 


Mr. Gurnee was born at Haverstraw on the 
Hudson. His father died When he was 8 
years of age, and the son lived for a number 
of years with his uncle, Judge John D. Coe 
of Romulus, N. Y. In 1835 he began his trip 
to the west. 

The business interests Mr. Gurnee estab- 
lished have been carried on for years by his 
sons, Walter 8. Jr., and Augustus C. Gurnee. 
Two daughters, Mrs. J. A. Montant and 
Delia Gurnee, also survive.. His.wife died 
ten years ago. The. grandchildren, Belle 
B., Lucy B., Mary L., and Waiter S. Gurnee, 
Arrangements for the 
funeral have not yet been decided upon.

SEVEN INDICTED 
IN BRIBERY CASE. 


Names of Those Believed In- 
volved in Missouri Legis! 
lative Seandal Given. 


MORE “EVIDENCE FOUND. 


New Stories of $1,000 Bills Are 
‘Told to Grand Jury—Clergy- \ 
man on the Stand. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 18.—[Special.]—D. J. 
Kelley of New York, the legislative agent of 
the baking powder trust; Senator W. P. 
Sullivan of Christian county; and Senator 
Charies A. Smith of St. Louis, it is under- 
stood here, are the men against whom in- 
dictments were returned at Jefferson City 
last night. Both senators have been miss- 
ing for severaldays. Four more indictments 
were voted today at the capital. It is ru- 
mored that Senators Farris and Matthews 
are among those indicted today, and Ed 
Burke of Springfield also is said to be on 
the list. 

Trace of four more $1,000bills was obtained 
in the evidence presented today ¢o the 8t. 
Louis grand jury. It is stated that three of 
the bills were used in connection with the 
alum bill legislation in the senate, and the 
fourth to influence text book legislation in 
the house. 

This information will be transmitted to 
Attorney General Crow at Jefferson City, 
and the indictments will be also found there. 


Clergyman Called as Witness. 


Crayton 8. Brooks, pastor of the Christian 
church at Jefferson City, who began the 
boodle crusade by declaring from the pulpit 
thet bribery was rampant m the Missouri 
legislature.

The Illinois Central has a 
better port at New Orleans, but it is said to 
be anxious to keep rivals from getting the 
With the Georgia town as 
the tidewater terminus, through the acquisi- 
tion of the Brunswick and Birmingham and 
the early completion of that road from Bir- 
mingham to Brunswick, the Illinois Central 
would be in an almost impregnable position 
in the southeast. The change would make 
it a still more formidable competitor of the 
jeastern trunk-tines than it is now for export 


business to Eufope. 

Also that, owing to the failure 
to he deal between the Rock 
Island and St. uis and San Francisco, the 
latter is now trying to bring about a close 
traffic alliance with the Illinois Central and 
use the latter’s new Birmingham and Bruns- 
wick line as an outlet to the Atlantic. Friend- 
ly relations have existed between the two 
roads for some time. Most of the Frisco’s 
export business from Kansas City has been 
for more than two years sent over the Illinois 
Central to New Orleans. By this arrange- 
ment, however, the business has to be turned 
over to the Central, while under the proposed 
new deal the Frisco could use its own line all 
the way to Birmingham. In making this 
concession to the Frisco the Illinois Central 
prevents the construction or acquisition by 
the Frisco of an independent line to the 
southern seaboard and secures permanently 
a@ great share of that company's business. 

‘If the Rock Island deal had gone through 
it is quite certain that the Frisco would 
have formed a close traffic alliance with the 
‘Central Railroad of Georgia, making Savan- 
neh its seaport. 


Record of Automatic Couplers. 


A table prepared by the interstate com- 
merce commirsion, giving the railroad acci- 
Gents from 1885 to 1902, shows gratifying re- 
suits from the automatic coupler act. In 
1885 the employés who met their death while 

coupling or uncoupling cars were 81.1 per 
oent of the whole number killed, while those 


4njured in this work constituted 46.8 per cent. 


During 1902, the last year compfled since the 
automatic coupler act went into operation, 
acchKients from coupling and uncoupling cars 
constituted only 5.6 per cent of the whole 
number, and deaths only 6.3 per cent.

Shifting of Responsibility. . 

An inquiry has been begun into the,prac- 
tice of the department in allowing physi 
to assume the responsibility of preventing 
the spreading of contagious diseases. The 
department has a card which is given a 
doctor when he reports a contagious @isease. 
On it he makes an entry saying wh 
he accepts or declines such responsibilify. 
If he declines it, the department then takes 
complete charge, puts up the warning d@gn, 
and undertakes to stop the spread of ‘the 
disease. If the physician assumes respon- 
sibility, no card is put up and the burden résts 
on him. 

“Before this system was adopted,” said 

Chief Medical Inepector Heman Spalding, 
“there were more deaths from such dis- 
Gases as scariet fever and diphtheria than 
there were reports of the cases. The physi- 
clan wants to protect the family which, in 
most cases, objects strongly to the placard- 
ing of the house. This system affords the 
family a way of avoiding the card, and yet 
holds the physician responsible. The mo- 
ment we discover any negligence on the part 
of the doctor we take the case ourselves.”

Facts on Savable. 


“Savable? Yes, I read‘alJ] the stories 
about him in the papers, but here are the 
facts: We all know he is a classy colt be- 
cause he went out in the deep water last 
fall and brought homethe whale. Since then 
he has grown and filled outin every way that 
a healthy horse should, and I should judge 
Kim to be 300 pounds heavier than after his 
Futurity race.

Beuzetta and Her Temper. 


Since th® death of Beuzetta, 2:06%, the 
facts about her bad and uncertain temper 
and faulty gait have become public property, 
and the story of how Orrin Hickok failed to 
make a successful campaign with the mare 
after he had straightened out her gait and 
improved her manners generally (told origi- 
nally in this column) is being reproduced. 

Beuzetta’s bad temper was a matter of 
inheritance, both her dam and granddam 
being so vicious that no attempt to train them 
was made. To begin with, the foundation 
blood of the female line of Beuzetta’s pedi’ 
gree was of the “ gimpy ”’ sort, it being found 
in a mare by Pacing Pilot, the sire of Pilot 
Jr. This last named horse is known wholly 
through his daughters, who have been won- 
derful producers of speed, their first fame 
coming through the world beating perform- 
ances of Maud 8S., whose dam was by Pilot Jr. 

The mare by Pacing Pilot that was the 
third dam of Beuzetta was bred to the thor- 
oughbred stallion Lever, a son of Lexington. 
The produce was a filly called Sally B., foaled 
in 1869, and, bred to trotting stallions, this 
daughter of a thoroughbred horse and a 
pacing bred mare produced a lot of speed at 
the trot. Of her sixteen foals several were 
fast enough trotters to attract attention. 
Among these sixteen foals was a mare called 
Beulah. She wag by Harold, sire of Maud S., 
and the daughterof the high kicking mare by 
Lever soon showed herself a chip of the old 
block in the matter of temper. She was 
broken to drive, after a fashion, but was so 
hard to get along with that it was necessary 
to keep her in a pasture by herself. Her 
owner has testified that it was worth a man’s 
life to ride a stallion into the field where she 
was grazing, and that he was glad when she 
went blind. 


Mare Was a Kicker. 


This was the mare that gave the turf Beu- 
zetta and also produced another 2:10 trot- 
ter. Beuzetta was a kicker from the time it 
was attempted to break her, and as a 2 year 
old when in training one of her chief delights 
was to stop on the track and take a few dozen 
kicks at things in general. When she raced 
S0 weil for Macey as a 3 and 4 year old there 
was no time when Beuzetta was considered 
particularly safe to handle. In addition to 
this she had kinks in her gait and carried 
her head to one side. That she ever struck 
an absolutely pure and flawless trot is to be 
doubted, but at her Way of going she could 
beat the world’s 3 year old trotters with 
ease, and she did It, 

This was the sort of mare that Hickok, 
now dying in a Cleveland hospital, undertook 
to make good mannered and good gaited. 
That he succeeded in the task is the greatest. 
possible compliment that could be paid to his | 
ability, and that the slurs now cast on. 


SEARCHING FOR MY CHICK, 


BREEDERS SCOURING SOUTH FOR 
LOST BROOD MARE, 


Sold Three Years Ago as of Little Value 

to Werk in Cotton Fields, Is Now 

_ Dam of Promising Derby Candidate, 

Incubator, and Owner Van Meters 

Wants His 3 Year Old’s Pedigree 

Established—Case Similar to That 
of Silk Gown. 


Lexington, Ky. April 18.—[Special.)— 
Breeders are scouring the country in search 
of the now famous broodmare, My Chick, by 
imp. Glenelg, dam Hayti, by imp. Australian, 
which was bought by the Breeders’ Protec- 
tive association at a sale here in 1900 for $35 
and sold to work in the cotton fields of Geor- 
gia without a»pedigree. Be 

The reason for the efforts to locate the mare 
and attempt to restore her to the thorough- 
bred world is the fact that Frank Van Meter, 
who won the Kentucky Derby of 1901 with 
His Eminence, has announced that he pur- 
poses to win the American Derby with My 
Chick’s son, the crack 3 year old Incubator. 
Van Meter’s friends here closed all the ante- 
post books on Incubator at long odds, and are 
playing with the son of imp. Ingoldsby one of 
the biggest coups of recent years. 

Incubator won three good races in the east 
last year, shoving up after his now noted 
dam had been sold into exile. At the time of 
her consignment to the sale which retired her 
from the breeding world she was owned by 
Charles W. Moore, Mere Hill stud, the breed- 
er of the now much talked of American Derby 
candidate. She is comparatively a young 
mare, being nOw only 14 years old. O. H. 
Chenault, secretary of the Breeders’ associa- 
tion, when asked if the mare could possibly 
be located, said: ‘*‘ She was sold with a band, 
of similar condemned stud matrons, and all 
efforts to trace her at this late date would be 
simply a waste of time. Even if located, the 
Jockey club would not reinstate her to good 
standing in the American Stud Book.” ; 


Just Like Garry Hermann. 


The upshot if it is another great brood 
mare has gone the way of the dam of the 
$25,000 Garry Hermann, and, although more 
valuable at the present time than hundreds 
<f brood mares in the paddocks of the great 
siock farms of the country, like Silk Gown, 
My Chick is lost to the breeding world for- 
ever. 

Baker & Gentry’s crack stake mare, Anna 
Bain, by Kingston, dam Laura W., by Onon- 
daga, which was bred for the first time in 
1902, being mated to imp. Ingoldsby, has 
proven barren this spring. She will be bred 
this season to imp. St. George. Anna Bain 
won the Zoo Zoo and Covington autumn 
stakes as a 2 year old in 1899, and her prov- 
ing barren is a big loss to her owners, as 
her foal would rank with the best of Ken- 
tucky sucklings of 1903. 

The noted brood mare Fond Mate, sister 
to First Mate, by Fonso, dam Shipmate, by 
Spendthrift, the last of the once famous stud 
owned by Gus Eastin, of Kinley Mack and 
Ben Holladay fame, has just foaled a chest- 
nut filly by the great racehorse Rensselaer. 
This is the first filly this valuable young 
mare has ever dropped, having had one colt 
foal, the 2 year old Ben Fonso, by Ben 
Holladay, which is now in training at Louis- 
ville in the stable of Luther Dickerson. 


Gay Lad Once Held Cheaply. 

The imp. stallion Gay Lad, which has 
made such an auspicious beginning as a 
sire, the smart filly, Myron Dale, being his 
first starter, was sold for a song to his pres-. 
ent owner, L. V. Shipp, Sunny Slope stud, 
a few seasons ago. Shipp bought Gay Lad 
on his breeding, though he went to the stud 
a maiden. He is now 8 years old and w 
imported by J. R. & F. P. Keene. He is 
a son of the Derby winner, Galopin, who 
stood at $2,500 the year he was sired, and his 
dam is imp. Maid of Dorset, by Dutch 
Skater. The latter is the dam of the win- 
ner Somersault and Birch Broom, and is 
among the oldest of the Castleton stud 
mares, being now 23 years old. Gay Lad 
proves what is possible with royal blood 
lines. He has no turf record, in fact was 
worthless as a racehorse, still his chances 
are promising for becoming one of the new 
stud successes of 1903. 

Hal P. Headley, proprietor of Beaumont 
stud, has turned over to W. J. Young to 
train this year the 3 year old brown colt 
Oronte, by Ornament, dam imp. Judith, by 
Maribyrnong. This colt was highly tried 
both as a yearling and a 2 year old, but went 
wrong last summer and was turned out until 
this year. Both his owner and trainer be- 
lieve he will be a high class colt this season. 

Extol, the 3 year old son of Exile, in 
Oots Bros.’ stable, is one of the speediest 
horses in training at the local track and looks 
as if he would be a great bread winner this 
season.

Committee meet- 
ings of the American bowling congress have 
for the last three years been poorly attended, 
but there is every indication of a good at- 
tendamce at the coming meeting.

Uniform Laws Are Desired. 


One of the main objects of the meeting is 
to discuss the new planof organization under 
the new constitution. Blank formg of con- 
stitutions to govern city associations have 
been prepared and Secretary Karpf an- 
nounces it is important that a uniform con- 
stitution and bylaws be adopted by every 
city organization throughout the country. 

In view of the fact that a number of Chi- 
cago bowlers recently went ahead on their 
own account and formed the Chicago Bowi- 
ing association without donsulting the local 
officials of the American bowling congress, 
the action of the meeting will be carefully 
watched by the-men in the independent 
movement. These players, according to the 
statements of the officials, do not desire to 
antagonize the American bowlng congress, 
neither do they wish to make war against the 
alleykeepers, as has been stated. The new 
organization was formed to promote the in- 
terests of the bowlers themselves, to elimi- 
nate the element of politics, and to prevent 
‘* boodling’”’ schemes. They are willing to 
pay reasonably for services rendered, but any 
scheme for raising money will be carefully 
looked into before getting the sanction of the 
players. 

New York to Be Considered. 

Another feature of the meeting will be the 
reading of the resolutions recently passed by 
the bowlers of Greater New York condemn- 
ing Rules 11, 46, and 50 in their present form. 
As the first relates to the loaded ball there 
is quite likely to be some discussion on the 
matter, though it is hardly likely the western 
players will recede from the position taken 
at the general meeting at Indianapolis. Now 
that the weight of the sphere has been re- 
duced to 16% pounds the Chicago users of the 
heavy ball are well satisfied and some of, 
them have already begun to' practice with 
the lighter article.

Theories as to Cause 

The so-called spots on the sun, interfering 
with the transmission of a certain percent- 
age of heat to the earth, isa popular notion 
of thé cause of the severity of the weather, 
but meteorologists point the true reason 
as a fact that the early winter in the polar 
regions was one of intensé cold, but a suc- 
cession of mild storms‘originating in the 
tropics swept northwards up the Atlantic 
during the months of February and March. 
Under their influence the polar ice pack 
broke much earlier than usual, and the ice- 
bergs began their customary drift south 
some weeks since, causing cold breezes, 
which would not have been felt had the 
southward ice drift occurred at the usual 
time. | | 
- But if the meteorologists in their predic- 
tions do not fail as badly as they did regard- 
ing the forecasts for.the last winter, there 
ought to be some compensation for the re- 
cent sufferings, for they estimate this coun- 
ty will have a warm season during July, 
August, and September. At: present the 
outlook, unless another sudden change comes 
for the better,isbad.

riage. 

It is remarkable that within two weeks of 
Sir Hector Macdonald's death eight people 
followed the general’s example and shot 
themselves, having in at least two instances 
previously declared they would follow fight- 
ing Mac.

Within two months twenty soldiers, includ- 
ing commissioned officers, have been re- 
sponsible for their own deaths, and at- 
tempted suicides haye during the last three

It is scarcely possible that anything can 
happen to the colleagues of Wyndham until 
his land bill becomes a law, as the loyal—or 
disloyal—phalanx which will surround them 
until that aim has been achieved will be too 
strong for any practicable 
against them.. For, although the nationalists 
threaten numerous amendments in commit- 
tee, they are much too shrewd to run any risk 
of losing the bill. yee 

The opposition in Dublin was insignificant, 
William O’Brien, who leads the popular party 
in Ireland as John Redmond leads it in the 
commons, delivered a passionate harangue 
in favor of Wyndham’s bill, though a few 
months ago this same chief secretary was 
reviewing coercion and the casting of Irish 
patriots into Irish jails.

People 
who know the undercurrents of Parisian life 
at once came to theconclusion it was a ques- 
tion. of competition between two papers 
which came out at the same hour, Le Soir 
and Le Courrier du Soir, both of which were 
anxious to obtain a monopoly of ministerial 
communications

whom he regarded as a friend, and one whose 
papers had played him ascurvy trick. Now, 
just as Combes’ friendship for Barganon 
contributed to the nomination of his nephew, 
Revoil, as governor general of Algeria, so 
Combes’ annoyance with Baragnon extended 
to that same nephew, who was nof received 
by the ministry of the interior on visiting 

, Friends Bewail to Loubet. 

Revoil consequently thought it incumbent 
upon him to resign, and as he is much Mked 
in Algeria his friends determined to testify 
to their regret in the presence of Loubet, 
although the president of the republic had 
nothing whatever to do with all this business. 
Cries of “‘ Vive Revoil!’’ were uttered, and 
divers speeches of regrets expressed over 
the disappearance of the governor general. 
Loubet extricated himself from this delicate 
situation perfectly by informing some people 
he shared their regrets and sympathies, and 
by saying to others that Algeria would not 
suffer by the departure of the governor gen- 
eral. Besides, Loubet scored a great personal 
success on this trip to Algiers, where he was 
saluted by the fleets of Italy, Spain, and 
England, and acclaimed both by colonists 
and natives. A splendid page has been writ- 
ten in ths history of his presidency.

THE MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP B 

It is the city of Chicago ‘which is sis Uh 
for municipal ownership legislation. What- 
ever law may be enacted will apply to all 
cities,. but in Chicago. alone is any interest 
taken in the subject. The municipal au- 
thorities—the mayor and the council—be- 
lieve that an-enabling.act.can be framed 
which will be of material service when they 
resume negotiations with the, traction com- 
panies for an extension of their privileges. 
Under the circumstances it is only proper 
that the legislature. should defer, to the 
wishes of the local. authorities as to the 
details of municipal ownership legislation. 
Presumably the mayor and the council 
know what they want better than do Chair- 
man Lindly and the malijority of the mem- 
bers of his committee. 
That committee has a bill which 
is not 60 acceptable to the city.authorities 
asthe Mueller bill, which has passed the 
senate. It gives the city authority to build, 
‘buy, and operate street railroads, but does 


to acquire necessary property and real es- 
tate by condemnation. It does not, like the 
Mueller bill, give the city a power of regu- 
lation as. regards street railroad companies 
it, does not now have. 

‘Both bills specify two methods in which 
the city may buy street railroad properties. 
One is by the issue of bonds. It will be 
many years before the borrowing power of 
the city is so greatly increased as to enable 
it to pay for street railroad properties in 
bonds. ‘The other method is by the issue of 
certificates of indebtedness. Most of the 
persons who are really in favor of munici- 
pal: ownership contend that the proviso in 
the.committee bil] makes the certificate plan 
unworkable. It is certain that no banker 
would touch the certificates, and no traction 


| company would take theni. 


The committee bill has the approval of all. 
who are opposed to the principle of.munici- 
pal ownership of street railroads. It is 
looked on. with little favor by most of those 
who believe in that principle., They see in 
it a grant of authority on conditions which 
make it impossible to exercise the authority. 
They believe it gives the shadow and not 
the reality of potential municipal owner- 
ship. 

Chicagoans “greatly need better car 
service. If it he the mature and deliberate 
opinion of the mayor and council that the 
passage of the committee bill will make a 


satisfactory agreement with the. traction 


companies during the next two years im- 
possible, the bill should not.be passed. If 
they reach the final conclusion that it is the 
only ‘bill they can get, and that they can 
get along under it, although the municipal 
ownership it gives is remote. and phantas- 
mal, its passage will not be so regrettable.

CRITICISM OF “REFORM.” 

Reform gets roughly handled by Henry 
Jones Ford in the current issue of the An- 
nals of the American Academy. He thinks 
that he agrees with Lecky that “ an appe- 
tite for organic change is the most danger- 
ous disease that can affect a nation,” with 
Renan that “ the nations which devote them- 
selves to social reform are lost nations,” and 
with Bagehot that in great nations there is 
always a certain amount of stupidity show- 
ing itself in an aversion to ingenious consti- 
tutional schemes and in a reliance on the 
natural spontaneous growth of : constitu- 
‘tional ideas. | 

Of all the illustrations which Mr. Ford 
uses the most interesting one is the develop- 
ment of English compared with American 
municipalities. In 1842, according to relia- 
ble accounts which Mr. Ford quotes, English 
municipal administration was in a bad way. 
Leeds, Manchester, Glasgow, Newcastle, 
Liverpool, and Hull, now models of munici- 
pal virtue, were shamelessly lazy, dirty, and 
\inefficient. Whence the change? Better 
schemes of municipal government? No. 
The municipal corporations act of 1835 re- 
mains to the present day the real basis of 
"English municipal government. Improve- 
ment has been secured not by introducing 
changes of political structure but by develop- 
ing the municipal functions already in exist- 
As Dr.. Shaw, himself a municipal 
expert and reformer, said to the National 
Municipal league in 1899, “ in the United 
States we have been making and unmaking 
municipal charters and meanwhile admin- 
istering them as badly as possible, while in 
Europe they have been bending their ener- 
gies to the work.of administering progres- 
sively and well such charters as their cities

Nothing can be more in- 
jurious, therefore, to any society than to be 
continually performing surgical operations 
on it. Constitution mongering is not states- 
manship. 

With most of this one cannot help agree- 
ing. A distrust of “ reform ” is a good per- 
sonal and national characteristic. It is

} horrors of baby farming in Chicago would 
be mitigated. In the course of four months, 
however, only six farms have been discov- 
ered, and no apparatus for regulation has 


been devised. 


Of course it is not always easy to bring 
baby farms under control. Two years ago 
the officers of the Juvenile court raided a 
farm which had acquired considerable no- 
toriety. They found seventeen babies. 


There was no fire in the house. There was. 


no milk. There had been no milk for two 
days. ‘The babies were distributed by the 
court among several reputable charity in- 


stitutions. The records of those institu- | 
‘tions will show that with possibly a few ex- | 


ceptions those babies were so weakened by 
their previous treatment that they all died 
within two weeks. ° 

The main point to be noted, ‘however, is 
that when those babies were brought into 
court there were present certain extremely 
expensive lawyers who saw to it that the 
interests of their extremely reputable cli- 
ents were not jeopardized by excessive pub- 
licity. A full study of baby farms in Chi- 
‘cago would not leave the medical profes- 
sion untouched, . 

This fact is an ugly one. The people 
hope, however, that the health department 
will not allow any fact to be so ugly as to 
prevent it from discharging its duties. The 
officers of the Juvenile court say that they 
can show the health department fifty baby 
farms within the city limits. Let the health 
department and the Juvenile court get-to- 
gether. 


DOCTOR'S ADVICE TO THE CLERGY. 
The ministers of Pittsburg the other day 


had the novel experience of being talked to 


by Dr. Thomas D. Davis, one of the most 
noted physicians of the city, upon the sub- 
ject of what physicians demand from the 
pulpit. It is rare that one profession is 
lectured by another profession upon its 
duties and responsibilities. Hence upon 
this occasion the attendance was unusually 
large, and represented all denominations. 
The ministers accepted the doctor’s crit- 
icisms good naturedly, and acknowledged 
that his advice was good. 


A considerable part of the doctor’s oe 


dress was devoted to criticism of minis- 
ters and religious journals for carelessness 
in recommending medicines not ‘registered 
and alleged doctors not recognized by the 
profession. As a rule, he thought it safe 
for the cobbler to stick to his last, and that 


ministers should not meddle with matters 


which belong to doctors. The most perti- 
nent part of the address was its advice. 


‘Dr. Davis would have the ministers chop 


and saw wood at home, ride horseback and 
play golf as often as they can, and take 
their summer recreation in the mountains. 
“Such exercise,” he said, “ will.take the 
stiffness ‘out of your winter sermons as it 
takes the starch out of your summer shirt.”’ 
It is Dr. Davis’ opinion that “the more 
theology a minister has the more dyspepsia 
he’ has.” Nearly all eminent theologians 
have been eminent dyspeptics, while hearty, 
robust ministers, like Beecher and Phillips 
Brooks, have cared but little for theology. 
There can be no doubt our ministers, as a 
rule, take too little physical exercise. To 
be successful under existing conditions a 
minister must work hard mentally. There 
mever was a time when he had to work 
harder. This makes it all the more im- 
perative that he should have good physical] 
exercise, that he may have “the sound 
mind in the sound body.’’ Now that the 
Pittsburg physician has given the clergy- 
men advice from his point of view, some 
well equipped minister should be invited 
to do similar service for the doctors.

THE OUR LIVES. 
Exodus xv.. 


is rich in its suggestiveness. After the 
passage of the Red sea the people plunged, 
with their fiocks and hérds, into the wilder- 
ness with its new and strange experiences. 
They pressed forward, but, at the end of 
three days, found their supply of water ex- 
‘hausted. Animals and people were driven 
almost mad. They burned with thirst, their 
eyes became bloodshot, they.panted with 
fever under the sun, and longed for water. 
Their condition was not simply uncomfort- 
‘able, but positively dangero‘is.- 

While in this sad plight good news came 
to them. The cry was heard, ‘ Wells of 
water ahead; fountaina where they might 
quench their thirst and cool their fever.”’ 
Faster and faster they pressed forward, 
only to find disappointment. For when they 
came to Marah, they could not drink of the 
waters of Marah, for they were bitter.” 

What does all this mean? That their 
journey was a type of ours; that we have 
experiences similar to theirs. Is it not a 
fact that to most of us life is a wilderness, 
a desert, often a disappointment, Marah, 
bitterness? All have Marah experiences, 
though there is more of joy than sorrow in 
life, more of sunshine than shadow. 

“ Most of life is to most men made up of 
much disappointment, Men crave happi- 
ness, and expect it here and seek it through 
some earthly, some temporal means, wealth, 
or power, or fame, or a peaceful domestic 
life, or social success, or literary eminence— 
and no sooner do they obtain their desire 
and hold it in their ; p than they find 
its savor gone, its taste bitter, that they do 
not care to drink.” | 

Under such circumstances we feel that 
God is unkind and we complain against 
him. Has he no planin allthis forus? Yes. 
The hard experiences of life are God's discip- 
line by which he tests us and purges out the 
dross that the pure gold may appear. We 
do not know what impatience, rebellion, sin 
lurks in our heart until we pass through 
God's flery tests. 

The incident we are considering exhibits 
to us the fact that in times of trial and dis- 
appointment people act in different 
ways. 

We see how the people murmured. “What 
shall we drink?’’ They complained against 
their best friend, Moses, They acted as if 


unselfishly? Did he not, for their sakes, 
power? It was for them, that they might 
become free men and free women, that he 
became an outcast and sojourned forty years 
in the solitudes of the desert, keeping sheep 
instead of ruling men. | 

At Marah the people made Moses. their 
scapegoat; they threw all the blame of their 
misfortunes In so doing they’ 
reveal a base trait in human icharacter— 
men’s willingness to blame others for their 
misfortunes instead of calmly and patiently 
assuming the responsibility themselves. The 
people murmured against Moses instead of 
counting their experiences as a valuable 
part of their wilderness discipline. 

With Moses it was different. Though un- 
‘der a fearful strain and in danger, he was 
patient and prayed to God. He did not re- 
buke the people, but sympathized with them 
in their distress. He sought God’s guid- 
ance and found it, for in answer to his fer- 
vent prayer God healed the bitter waters. 
The prayer of Moses brought sweetness out 
of bitterness, joy out of sorrow, and light out 
of darkness. The Gethsemanes of life al- 
ways turn out to the Christian’s advantage. 
Agonizing prayer that brings drops of blood 
is generally answered. When all else fails 
God accomplishes many things by the pray- 
ers of his people. Learn to pray. Walk in 
the footsteps of the great and good of the 
ages. 

We have an instance of God’s gracious 
kindness to his people. He led them out of 
their trials. They did not stop and perish 
at Marah, but went on to Elim, with its palm 
groves and wells of water. 

In life Elim often foHows,,Marah. God 
opéns up for us a broad way out of our diffi- 
culties. There are, in the providence of 
God, many sweet resting places after our 
times of bitterness. We are wise when we 
learn in life to take the bitter with the 
sweet. 

God led his people out of bondage and gave 
them hberty. In their’ darkest and most 
discouraging hours God never forsook them. 
They had the presence of Moses ae friend 
and guide. They went through many hard 
and trying experiences, but at last they ar- 
rived at the end of their destination and en- 
tered Canaan. 

So it is with us. Now! we are on our hard 
and dangerous journey, There are enemies 
on every side. Often we are discouraged. 
We faint under our heavy loads. We murmur 
against the providences of God. 

This is not what God desires us to do. We 
are to learn patience, to trust God, to go for- 
ward under the guidance of the great leader, 
Jesus Christ, until at last the end of the 
journey will come and we shall enter our 
heavenly Canaan and be forever with our 
God.

PARLIAMENT IN DANGER. 


Dispute Over. the Changes in the | 


Representation May Make All 
of Its Acts Illegal, _ 


Ottawa, Ont., April 16.—[(Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Before the announcement was 
made that Sir Oliver Mowat, lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Ontario, was dying, the question of 
his alleged incapacity for the performance 
of his public duties was brought to the atten- 
tion of the house for the third time this ses- 
sion in a forcible manner. - 

Sir Oliver, who had reached his eighty-third 
year, had been confined to his rvom more or 
less since the winter. He was unable to open 
the legislature of Ontario in person, and 
Chief Justice Moss was appointed adminis- 
trator pro tem. for the province to act in his 
Place on that occasion. 

Later on the lieutenant governor, being stfl 
incapacitated, the powers of the administra- 
tor were enlarged to allow him to adjourn the 
Jegisiature over the: investigation of the 
Gamey charges of corrupt conduct against 
the goverfment of the province. 


Chief Justice Takes Charge. 

After adjournment Sir Oliver fell in his 
bedroom and broke his right thigh bone, and 
the statement was widely qirculgted'that the 
powers of Chief Justice Moss as administra- 
tor were to be enlarged stil] further and he 
would be‘invested with nearly all the func- | 
tions of ‘Heutenant governor of Onta- 
Pio.

It was only through the ° 
accident of a certain comedian meeting Datas 
and so discovering that he possessed an ab- 
normal bump of memory that the gas worker 
became a stage star. It is quite possible that 
some reader may all unknowingly possess 
equal powers of memory, which need only 
a few months’ training to give their owner 
an income of $50 or $100 a week. 


Many people jeer at the idea of any one 
possessing the power of water finding. Jeer 
as they may, it is a fact within this con- 
tributor’s experience that to some persons is 
granted this mysterious power of being able 
to feel through a forked stick carried in the 
hands the presence of water deep below the 
surface.

_| the ministry. 


‘When Bachelors Were in Demand. 

But in the middle west, especially, there 
are hundreds and thousands of observers 
of the churches of a generation ago who re- 
call when frequently the mere consideration 
of a married clergyman in the filling of a 
-pulpit vacancy would cause a.faction of 
mothers with marriageable daughters to 
enter such vigorous protest as sometimes 
to split the church.. The pdésition of most 
of the sober sided members of the flock 
would be against the engagement of a 
““ boy "’ preacher, while certain of the moth- 
ers with daughters eligible to matrimonial 
adventure would find the young candidate 
especially eloquent,”’ or spiritual,” or 
sympathetic. This condition prevailed par- 
ticularly in those.churches which made their 
own votive choice of. the minister, 

Today, save in the smaller rural churches 
off the railroads and away from touch with 
the great money centers of the country, the 
question of the young preacher was never 
less provoking of factions. 

When the young preacher was the mark 
| of especial favor with ambitious mammas, 
there were fewer representatives of the pro- 
fessions to draw from in rural communi- 
ties. As a rule, four preachers could find 
livings of some kind in a town that could 
support perhaps only two doctors. There 
wouki be one druggist, perhaps; a cashier 
in the*one bank of the’place; a railroad sta- 
‘tion agent, and a postmaster. The lawyer 
of the place would be upon acknowledgedly 
thin pickings and most likely already mar- 
ried. Beyond these the choice of sons-in- 
law would lie in the grocery stores, dry 
goods stores, hardware stores, and the coal 

Increased Wealth in Country. 

**Today one not familiar’ with the condi- 
tions in the smaller towns of the country 
would be surprised to know how sharply 
' they are reflecting the life of the cities,” said 
a traveler who has made observations in 
the country towns of the middle west es- 
pecially. “ For instance, there is scarcely a 
wealthy man in one of these places who has 
not made his ventures upon the boards of 
trades and the stock exchanges of the big 
cities. He can talk about millions with all 
the matural ease that comes to Wall street 
frequenters. The seeming ease with which 
promoters and corn. kings and wheat kings 
have made fortunes has impressed the man 
4n the country town quite as strongly as 
| the impression has been miarked in the popu- 
lation of the cities, and to talk to him now 
of a local man whose claims to wealth are in 
a paltry $15,000 or $20.000 is to provoke a 
smile of patient consideration. 

“In general, too, the whole country has 
increased in wealth, and as this has come 
about, and the intricacies of civilization 
have multiplied, room has been made for 
more of the professions in the small towns, 
and nearly every. one of these has profited 
more than has the ministry. It seems in 
these small places that as more money isac- 
cumulated, which might go to the struggling 
ministers already in the town, the disposition 
is, instead of collecting to the good of those 
already there, to build two or three more 
debt. incumbered churches and create a half 
living for two or three more preachers. 

' Preachers Too Poorly Paid. 

“It is pretty well recognized that the 
worldly lot of the preacherin the small town 
is not to be envied by any young woman who 
ia not as much wedded to the cause of his 
mission as he is himself. All else being equal, 
it is pretty certain that the doctor and the 
lawyer and the registered pharmacist and 
the bank bookkeeper will make the bétter 
salary, and when you consider that so many 
wives of ministers who have not taken a 
degree are: denied use of the appellation 
** doctor,’’ such as the wife of the dentist 
over the drug store may use when speaking 
to her husband—why, isiit any wonder that 
the preacher isn’t cutting much matrimonial 
ice?’’ 

In Chicago, recognizing that a mother with 
daughters is entitled in a sense tocarry that 
worldly desire to see them married even into 
the church, it may be remarked with assur- 
ance that just to the extent that the mother 
is workily, to that extent is the minister elinm- 
inated. Of the men who have preached in 
Chicago in years past Dr. Hiram W. Thomas, 
pastor emeritus of the People’s church, may 
be said to have reached close to the possibili- 
ties of the ministry. Yet when he left the 
People’s church ther® was money trouble for 
it at once. 

“ It is this way,’ said the venerabie pastor, 
speaking tothe writer. “ While I was pastor 
of the church I always saw to it that every 


obligation of the church was met from the 


church's income; then I took what was left.”’ 
This from a great preacher. Are there any 
lawyers of comparative prominence who will 
say as much, or who need to say as much? 
Any physiciams or surgeons, or promoters, 
or general managers, or presidents, or vice 
presidents? 


Salaries ‘Average with Policemen’s. 
Ten thousand dollars a year is a big sal- 


ary for a Chicago preacher. For the 600 or 
more preachers in Chicago the average sai- 


| ary. would much more nearly approach the 


pay of the patrolman of the first grade. 

* Take the United States census for it and 
you will have the status of the preacher in 
his worldly sense,’’ said a prominent lay- 
man. ‘“ There are 111,638 ministers of the 
gospel in the country and against these 
there are 114,460 lawyers, 132,002 physicians 
and surgeons, 92,174 musicians and teachers 
of music, 446,133 teachers and professors in 
schools, 30,0388 journalists, 29,644 dentists, 
and 130,590 policemen, watchmen, and fire- 
men. 

“You will see that there are nearly as 
many preachers to minister to the spirituai 
needs of the people as there are to take 
care\of the physically sick and ailing,’ he 
said. ‘‘ Perhaps as many are really needed, 
but at the same time the doctor of medi- 
cine is called with a good deal more of haste 
and concern than is the doctor of divinity 
and he is surer of his fee. | 


Few in Divinity Schools. 


“ But while we are looking to the status of 
the minister we might icok to the source of 
the ministerial supply. Chicago today is one 
of the greatest medical centers in the world, 
‘having a greater enrollment of medicai st u- 
dents in its colleges than amy other city on 
the continent. But the roll of divinity stu- 
dents in its schools ie by no meane strikingly 


large. 

, “The truth is thai, aside from the handi- 
cap of saiary, the young minéster of taday 
finds a handicap of opportunity in the pulpit. 
While there is more doctrinal liberality than 
ever before in the pulpit, it means something 
when every day there is a pressure exerted 
exacting more of this freedom; and ontop 
of the disposition to grant this freedom we 
see every yearthe desertion of pulpits on the 
part of preachers of attainments, and. find 
them going to the universities and colleges 
and to many other secular positions and 
wordiy point of view I should 
have no hesitancy in saying that the minister 
of today is by no méans a desirable sort of

IS feature of art is now a part of the 
regular course in many an art school. 
It has'its practical as well as its art- 
istic, side.. The pupils are, for éxample, 
given actual magazine articles. to illustrate, 
and if any of the illustrations thus offered 
are of the right sort publishers accept them. 
But, to make them of the right sort more 
than one thing has to be considered. They 
must select the part of the story they deem 


‘worthy of illustration unless some one inci- 
dent or scene has been especially designated. 


' Théy must learn how to proportion the num- 


ber and size of the illustrations to the length 
and importance of the article. They must ac- 
commodate the pictures to the page or the 
column and to the letter press partofit. . 

“It is almost an, art of itself,’’ says Mr. 


Orson Lowell, the instructor of a class in the 


Chicago Academy of Fine Arts, and an expert 
in the art himself. “ It requires a perception 
of the meaning and.‘ swing’ of the story or 


article, of the writer's idea and purpose, as 
_& whole as wellin parts, and a comprehension 
of the characters. Then there are things to 
be avoided as well as included. A picture 
should not give the author away, should not 
disclose the point or ending of the story, nor 


reveal so much of the plots and incidents as 
to deprive the reader of the pleasure and ex- 
citement of reading abeut them. It should 
reveal just enough to whet his appetite and 
pique his curiosity. The picture should make 
him want to read the letter press instead of 
making it unnecessary. Then it must avoid 
depicting scenes that the author has already 
elaborately described. A good word picture 
should not require illustration. When I was 
‘commissioned to illustrate James Lane A!- 
len’s ‘Choir Invisible’ a number of ‘my

Curious Poetic Pictuges. < 


NOTHER young Chicago artist Dan- 
A ish extraction, Karl Thermohlen, will 
shortly have on exhibition at Thurbér's 
gallery two pictures of a curious poetic 
nature.

There is a more or less prevalent idea that 
the picture dealer, or middle man between 
the artist and byyer, is a greedy monster 
that feeds on genius,on the one hand, and fat- 
tens on ignorance, on the other. This is 
for the most part a\mistake. There are few 
better critics in the picture field than the 
successful manager of galleries like several 
in Chicago. The need of keeping both artist 
and purchaser in view gives balance to the 
judgment and a keen edge to the perception 
which is to the ordinary critics like the 
sharpness of a dry point etching to the wax 
protected plate. They have spent a lifetime 
in acquiring this expertness, and both artist 
and buyer, as well as dealer, get the benefit 
of it. | 


Mechanism in Art. 

NOTHER novel feature of modern art is 
its mechanism. At O’Brien’s gallery are 
some of Robbe’s and Lafitte’s etchings 
already described before. They have 

a quality new in picture making, a charm 
quite different from that in brush work. Is 
it possible that the artist and the machine are 
going to surpass either when standing alone?

The work was begun 
in 1568, with the archbishop, eleven bisheps, 
and four deans on the commisston. The 
work was declared finished on Oct. 5, 1568. 
As late as 1603 the eightieth canon pre 
scribed that this bishops’ bible should be 
used in thechurches, but it wasnever printed 
after 1606.

Town Named After President. 

“ Roosevelt, the third day of last June, was 
not much of an honer to the man it was 
named for. There was one cabin, a saloon, 
five tents, and an abundance of water, 
caused by the many beaver dams. Green 
tops were few, for some ten years ago a frre 
Swept the whole of central Idaho. The dead 
timber towered everywhere. and when the 
wind blew we were often afraid of being 
crushed. 

“ Mountain fever sent its scourge through 
the Uttle colony and took three. The rest of 
us had it and came near wishing we -could be 
taken, too. When I was taken sick nothing. 
Was too great for a,-miner—God’s noblest 
man—to do for me. They have sat up all 
night with papa watching to see if my fever 
had cooled, and when it was rumored that 
some butter had arrived in Marble City, five 
miles away, a prospector walked the whole 
distance and back after night to have a sur 
prise for me the next morning. At one . 
I was doctoring and nursing eight men. So 
in a measure I was able to repay what had 
been done for me. 

“My pony was too small to pack. else I 
would have had to walk that more than 100 
miles, too, I fear. By this time people who 
had started to snowshoe in had begun to 
turn back, heartsick, with neither money,. 
food; nor gold. 


Hardships of the Journey. 

** Words of pen or tongue cannot describe 
the hardships we encountered on that jour- 
ney to Roosevelt. One man had the fever. 
another sore feet, another, the ‘ blues.” and 
finally all lost their tempers but me. I was

NKIND ‘critics say economy causes 
- Sarah Bernhardt to act male roles. 
They say that she has found that a 
| Hamlet doesn’t have to have the cost- 
ly gorgeous costumes required in the 
feminine roles she essays. Her latest male 
role is that of the heroina play taken from 
Goethe's Werther.”’ The seats for the first 
night's performance—given as a benefit for 
the Breton fishermen—sold at fabulous prices 
and booksellers have since been inundated 
with demands for the original volume. 
Adolphe Brisson, in the Annales Potitiques 
et Littéraires tells the truth underlying the 
story of Werther’s infatuation and suicide. 
And yet the real episode is’scarcely less in- 
teresting than the one Goethe subsequently 
got out of it. Goethe first met Charlotte 
Buff at Wetzlar, where he had been sent by 
his father, after passing the necessary law 
examinations, to study actual process®s in 
the courts... Goethe was then 23 years of age, 
and Charlotte was already engaged toa man 
called Kertner. The two men first struck up 
an acquaintance. Presently Kertner became 
anxious that his friend and his fiancée should 


meet. 
Fatel Dance. 


Charlotte was going to an al fresco dance, 
at a neighboring village, and he invited 
Char- 
lotte was lovely, and Goethe inflammable. 
They danced together. Next day he called 
to make inqtiries, and from that time on- 
wards became one of the intimates of the 
house. It was a dangé¢rous experiment, for 
Goethe was a singularly handsome, impet- 
uous, and fascinating person, and the un- 
fortunate Kertner, had practically only his 
recommend him. What Charlotte 
felt or thought during this period there is 
no loophole for guessing. Goethe, however, 


was openly in love with her, and Kertner 


wrote upon this eubject: 

“ Chariotte’s behavior towards Goethe was 
perfection. . + In spite both of philos- 
ophy and pride he could not entirely dom- 
inate his paseion for her, and there were 
eharacteristics in him which might have 
rendered him dangerous. But’ Lotte treated 
him always in such a manner that no hope 
could possibly ever have germinated in his 
soul. It is true he suffered a good deal, and 
there were unforgettable scenes between 
them; but at -each one my respect. and, if 
possible, my love for Lotte merely deepened 
and increased.”’ 

Marriage or Flight. 

As in the book, Chariotte’s mother was 
Gead, and young as she was, she acted al- 
ready the part of mother to the crowd of 
younger brothers and sisters left in her 
charge. The sight of her tender ministra- 
tions at home, pathetically incongruous for 
a girl, herself only at the threshold of life, 
helped to enfever her poetic lover. A further 
incident also assisted to bring matters to-a 
climax. One of Goethe’s acquaintamces in 
Wetzlar, madly. infatuated with a married

his senses. He must either marry his be- 
loved or fly.

Goethe Buys the Ring. 


| When he had gone he sent her through 


the stolid Keréner a letter of exphanation. | 


Kertner delivered it in yperson, and at its 
incoherent lamentations the giri broke down 
and wept bitterly. Nevertheless, shorily 


afterwards she married her original lover. 


Kertner, in a letter at the time of his en- 
gagement, says that he was by no means 
the only man who desired to marry her, 
and, from what we can gather, she seems 
to ve had the charm not only of grace 
and personal attractions but of good humor, 
gayety, and a certain whimsical originality. 
Apropos of the wedding, a little incident, 
typical of Kertner, occurred; for, aware of 
everything, he commissioned Goethe to buy 
the wedding ring, which he accordingly did. 
Here the story descends from tragedy to 
bathos. Charlotte became the comfortable 
mother of eleven children, and Goethe turned 
his early passion into an indiscreet novel. 
He had no sooner done so0,’moreover, than 
he sent a copy to its heroine, inclosing with 
it a few lines of feverish self-approval. 

“You must ilove it also, Lotte. have 
kissed it a thousand times, hidden it that 
no one might touchit, O, Lotte, l wantevery 
one to read it alone—you quite alone, Kertner 


alone, and that each of you write me a little 


note about it. Lotte, good-by, Lotte."’ 


Husband’s Protest. 

But the couple were not so delighted as 
Goethe expected. The book had already 
penetrated to the town, and Charlotte’s name 
was in every mouth. Every kind of deduc- 
tion was. being drawn concerning the real’ 
conduct of the virtuous Mrs. Kertner, and 
matters became so unpleasant that Kertner 
was obliged at last to make a public protesta- 
tion. He admitted that Goethe had drawn 
both himself and his wife, and that many of 
the scemes were true; but he added, with 
more dignity than might have been expected 
from him: 

** Certainly he has drawn largely from my 
wife, but he could have painted her a great 
deal more accurately, for she was far too 


_ good and too delicate minded ever to have 


allowed him to go the lengths suggested in 
the novel. Her behavior in regard to him 
could only, if possible, have increased. my 
grtat love for her.”’ 
Goethe’s Regret. 

Goethe, on hearing of the local excitement, 
protested much regret; but, even at this dis- 
tance of time, its hollowness is obvieus, and 


‘the relationship between the Kertners and 


Goethe was never anything but cold after-" 
wards. Certainly, if Goethe had loved Char- 
lotte originally, he had ceased to do so when 
he published *‘ Werther.”’ As for Kertner, 
who, as Albert, had been rendered little short 
of ridicuious, the only wonder is that, in the 
face of the humiliating publicity that fol- 
lowed,* he should haver revealed such ex- 
treme moderation of behavior.

V Dress that Cost $7 000 


MES JAMES AENNERLY IN THE HISTORIC 
BLACK VELVET DRESS. 


LONG time ago a pretty woman was 
offered her choice between a nice vel- 
vet dress and a block of land in an 
extremely young community. Her 
husband told her she could have one or 
the other. She thought it over a while and 
decided she would rather have the dress. 

Now her descendants have an oil painting 
of the pretty woman in her velvet dress, and 
the block of land is worth just $1,000,000. It 
lies between Ninth and Tenth atreqte in St. 
Louis. 

William Clark Kennerly, the pretty wom- 
an’s son, now has the picture. Various 
persons have the block of land. Mr. Ken- 


nerly is not disposed to question the judg-, 


ment his mother used in 1820, but without his 
saying it the assumption may be made that 
he would prefer to have the picture of his 
mother in another gown and have the block” 


The picture of the black velvet gown is 
worth something now, but the iand is worth 
$3,000 a foot. 

Capt. James Kennerly, the husband of the 
pretty woman who was fond of beautiful 
gowns and was one of the most beautiful 
women in the northwest, was a merchant, 
and went each year to Pittsburg to replenish 
his stock, and on each trip he brought the 
prettiest gowns he could find back to his wife. 

He was about to take the usual trip and 
knew that his wife had set her heart on a 
biack velvet dress. 

But Jeremiah Connor, who was well 
known at the time as a speculator in real 
estate, was hard up and wanted Capt. 
Kennerly to buy this block of land, which 


Was across the street from the tract where 


the St. Louigé university was situated. Capt. 
Kennerly no doubt thought it would be a 
good investment and that his wife might 
like to have it for her own, and so gave her 
the choice of it or the dress. Womantlike, 
she preferred the dress, whose value she was 
certain of, to the real estate, which: was 30 
uncertain in vaiue,

A great character at this time was Jerry 
Connor, having evidently a perfect passion 
for investing in land. He owned the whole 
tract from Broadway to. Jefferson avenue, 
from which the St. Louis commons ex- 
tended, and was unable to keep it. Juag- 
ments against him were executed and this 


‘Washington avenue tract of twenty-one or 


more blocks of the Washington avenue of 
today on both sides of the street was sold at. - 
sheriff's sale for $410. The particular piece 
of land which Mrs. Kennerly fejected was 
bought by Peter Lindell, he and John O' Fal- 
lon coming into possession of most of the 
jand in what is known in that survey 0 the 
Connor addition. 


Kennerly dica a few years ago at 
the age of 4. In St. Louis she had lived un- 
der three flags. As a girl she had lived in the 
old stone house in the quiet garden, sur- 
rounded by a wall for protection against the 
Indians, and had seen the Spanish flag flut-, 
tering in the breeze; had devoutly crossed 
herself every evening as the little bell In 
L. Egtlise rang out the Angelus; then she had 
seen the colors of Spain replaced by the 
French flag, and this in time gave way to 
the stars and stripes.

Subside 


IDWAY between the time of the coal 
man and the ice man, with sugges- 
tions of spring here and there in 
grass and trees, the lamplighter 
fades from the view. By the first of 
June he will be lost to the sight of the small 
boy who has delighted in him all winter; for 
on June 1 the small boy will be in bed before 
the lighter comes with his torch, and only the 
milkman will be astir when the same lighter 
Passes next morning at 4:35 o’clock, putting 
the lights out. 

This with reference to the lighter of gas 
lamps, who may walk twenty miles in a day 
covering the 150 to 300 iamps on his circuit. 
But it is the arc light man who has the hard 
job, carrying at his shoulder a bag of carbons 
weighing at the beginning thirty pounds, 
and who among the ninety lamps assigned to 
his care. climbs an average of 1,800 vertical 
feet every day. He walks an average of only 
six and one-half miles a day, for he does not 
have to light or put gut these lamps, but 
every lamp has to be cleaned every day, and 
on one day it is. supplied with one carbon 
stick and on alternate days with two. 
Chicago has more arc lights in its munici- 
pal lighting service than has any other city 
in the world. From the plants at Halsted 
street and Blue Island avenue, Rice and Lin- 
coln streets, and Sixty-third street and 
Wentworth avenue there is a capacity for 
5,000 lights of 2,000 candle power each, and 
at the present time 4,822 lights are in service.

An are lamp in Chicago, set upon its iron 
post and wired and furnished for the light- 
ing current, costs about $25. 
feet high, with iron foot rests set ladder 
fashion, on either side, and up this the lamp- 
lighter must climb In all kinds of weather 
once a day to find a soiled glass globe, the 
upper one of the, sticks of carbon wholly 
burned out, and the lower stick just half con- 
sumed. He leaves the heavy bag of carbons 
on the ground in climbing, and yet in spite 
of this he finds frosty and sleety weather not 
only disagreeable but dangerous. 

More or less as an experiment-—the city 
among these are lights has 500 lamps of a 
new and special pattern, in which the car- 
bons will burn 100 hours without replacing. 
According to City Electrician Ellicott, how- 
ever, it has not been demonstrated that they 
will be an advantage in any way over the 
lamps of the old open type. 

Working in winter, the trimmer and clean- 
er of the arc lamp requires about eight 
‘hours in which to make the rounds of his 
lights; in the summer he may make the cir- 
cuit in five hours. In any case, no matter 
what the weather, he must face it, and in 
,this the Chicago lamplighter in general is 
thé one public serv who absolutely must 
do his work ‘regardless of heat and cold 
and wet and dry. 

Carbons supplying the arc light system of 
the city are manufactured in Ohio, the stick 
being a composition, largely coke. The cost 
is about $12 a thousand. For a year these 
carbons to each lamp average in cost $4.32; 
the work of trimming is $9.30; repairs, in- 
cluding everything, $2. There is a repair 
shop at Fourteenth street and Indiana ave- 
nue, where these are lamps are kept in order, 
four men being employed at the work. 
Considering the weathers in which the 
lamp trimmers have to work on poles twenty 
feet in the air, the city has few accident 
claims from them. In the fifteen yegrs that 
the city has been conducting its own light- 
ing plant no man has been killed, and as to 
claims against the city, all these are settled 
out of the operating expenses without the 
complainants having to bring action. 


Caring for Gas 


To the 25.000 gas lamps in the five districts 
of Chicago there are ninety-six lighters 
working under civil service, each having 
from 150 to 300 lamps to look after, and each 
employing boy lighters from 16 years old up,’ 


mand. Eleven thousand of these lamps are 
supplied with mantles, and in addition there 
are 6,200 gasoline lamps in the outlying dis- 
tricts of the city, owned by contractors and 
eared for by them at a total cost of $2.12 1-3 
a month each. 

In attending to the city lights and lamps 
most of the civil service men attend them- 
selves to the cleaning of their lamps, employ- 
ing boys for morning and evening work at 
lighting and putting out the lights. As to 
the work of lighting and putting out the 
time for each of the operations changes with 
every day in the year. For instance, on Jan, 
1 the lights of a district must be shining 
by 4:40 o’clock in the evening and they must 
be out to the last lamp by 6:04 in the morn- 
ing; on June 1 they must be lighted by 7:28 
o'clock and be out by 4:35 o'clock in the 
morning. In the lighting and the putting out 
of these gas lamps the rounds must not con- 
sume more than.one hour. The policemen on 
each beat have an eye out for the lighting of 
a lamp before its time or for its burning in 


in many cases careful citizens of a neighbor- 
hood, who dislike to seé waste, go to the 
trouble: of reporting careless lighters. Ac- 
cording to the rules of the service the lamp 
men must clean lamps once each week, must 
report breakages of glass and mantles, and 
when these have been reported the district’ 
wagon makes the rounds Farenemne the dam- 
aged portions of the lamp. : 


Burns Four Feet an Hour. . 


The ordinary street gaslight without a 
mantle has @ limit of twenty-four candle 
power and is suppos to burn four cubic 
feet of gas in an hour. One of these lamps 
provided witha mantle that costs from 7 to 12 
cents, will give sixty-four candle power light. 
burning three and one-half feet, while the 
mantle will average about one month of life. 
A gas lamp with its post equipped complete 
will cost $8.50 for those of the ordinary pat- 
tern: the boulevard lamps cost $12 each. 
Shops for repairing these gas lamps are at 
Sedgwick street and Chicagoavenue, Break- 
ages. according to Gas Inspector James 
O’Brien, are not to be classed as to pieces, 
nor is one section of the city noted above 
another for smashed lamps. 

The nearer the lamplHghter is to the limits 
of the city the harder and more troublesome 
is his route to cover. In these outskirts 
there is more mud, and deeper snows, and 
fewer sidewalks, with the lamps scattered 
more widely, and breakages probably more 
numerous. 

In the main, however, the lamplighter.is a 


free from most of the ills of colds and pneu- 
monia and the like. In the last winter grip 
has made unusual ravages among the lighters 
and trimmers, but it has not been out of pro- 
portion to the cases among other citizens. 

One lighter on the south side has a route that 
in lighting causes him to walk about twenty- 
five miles a day.

_ The success in London of the dramatiza- 
tion made by ‘‘ George Fiemning”’ of Kip- 
ling’s *“* The Light That Pailed,’’ and the 
probability of its production in this country 
early next season make of interest the fol- 
lowing sketch of ‘* Flemning ’’- contained in 
an English paper: “ A clever literary middle 
aged lady of retiring disposition is Miss Con- 
stance Flétcher, whose amiable eccentricity 
it is to call herself ‘ George Flemning.’ Her 
success with Kipling’s ‘ Light That Failed,’ 
now drawing crowded houses at the Lyric, 
is a veritable triumph. Like most clever 
girls, she published a novel when she was 20, 
but of late years has chiefly devoted herself 
to the drama.

John Hare, 
who had refused ‘ The Second Mrs. Tanque- 
ray,’ and was in 1894 sincerely regretting the 
action, read ‘Mrs. Tessingham,’ a brilliant 
but gloomy play of-the same genre, and pro- 
duced it at the Garrick. The leading critics 
spoke highly of it, but the public declined to 
support it. Miss Fletcher’s first success 
came five years later with a different play, 
a satirical comedy called ‘The Canary,’ 
noticeable for fts merciless sketch of a silly 
woman. Mrs, Pat Campbell as the Canary 
added to her reputation for comedy parts.

The circumstances under which this opera 
is composed should be remembered. It was 
with the kaiser’s express wish that I should 
use for a text the novel of Willibald Alexis, 
to me an entirely strange work, and, what 
is more, one written in a foreign language. 
The novel, however, has been translated for 
me by my friend Gustavo Machi, who has 
also well translated several of Wagner's 
operas. ‘ Roland of Berlin’ consists of four 
acts, the conflicts and the characters being 
I drew the 
*sceenarium’ myself. When the curtain 
goes up there is seen a public place, with the 
statue of Roland of Berlin. To the leftarea 
church, city hall, and castle of the mar- 
grave of Brandenburg. 

“ Although I have composed a German 
opera,”’ sadd Leoncavallo, ‘‘I do not follow 
the footsteps of Wagner, but my own indi- 
viduality.

ders him away. He informs her that he fs 
going with his father*hunting, but she for- 
bids his so doing and sends him off with 
a mersage. After the mother and the serv- 
ant have entered the house the father passes 
the gate with his gun and bag and calis 
Carrots, who Informs him that he has changed 
his mind and will not accompany him. The 
father whistles for his dog and, finding that 
Carrots has locked him up, begins to scold. 
The new servant comes to the rescue and 
tells the father the truth—that the mother 


has forbidden the lad’s going. Carrots then: 


opens his heart. He tells his father that he 
‘would like to go away and not_return, as 
his mother does not love him. A’ quarrel 
scene between the mother and father en- 
sues, and the upshot of it all is that the boy, 
heedful of his father’s pleadings, agrees to

While a lineal descendant of the pipes of Pan 


and their children, the corne de chasse, or 
French horn of the chase, whose advent into 
orchestral music was*flouted with disdain 
being too rude an instrument to bring into - 
the society of such refined sources of sound 
as the violins and oboes, this one has been 
eo individualized that the seventeenth cent- 
ury Rudolph, the first horn virtuoso, or the 
latér Rossini, the son of a horn blower, would 
not recognize it asthe’same instrumént they 
loved so well. 


This old French horn made in Paris fell 


into the hands of J. W. Payne of Baltimore, 
himself . no ‘mean 


tuned to divine harmony. Dissatisfied with 
the limitations of this, the tenderest of 
toned instruments, he conceived the idea 
of experimenting upon it so as to make 
it talk. By making careful mysical meas- 
urements and cunningly contrived valves 
and tuning slides with crooks and shanks 
carried out with mathematical nicety, 
constructed this ballad horn after hjs own 
idea, responding to the various changes of 
lip muscle—now wild and gay, now sad and 
tender, as is the mood of its player. With 
the caressing touch of the hand in the bell, 
tones were raised and lowered at will, so 
that the veriest caprice of melody found 
utterance. 

Such a wonder of a horn could not fail 
to excite the envy and admiration of one 
who is musical to his finger tips, and for 
two or three years it was more frequently 
in the possession of the borrower than the 
lender, till in sheer self-defense, like the 
hospitable Spaniard, Mr. Payne said: “It 
is yours.’ 

So for ten years it has never been separated 
from Mr. Davis, who is a business man, and 
whose love of music is his divertisement.

New York wired Harris-Gates: 

“Stocks wheat in France at principal 
points are only 1,000,000 bu, the smallest in 
fifteen years. Ten years ago they were 17,- 
000,000 bu. In 1897 and 1898, during the 
Leiter deal, 7,500,000 bu and 5,160,000 bu re- 
spectively. Prices in Parisare now the high- 
est in eleven years, except in 1898 during the 
Leiter deal.’’

I should not like to swear those accounts are accurate to 
the periny, but I 4m sure that travelers can make the above 
itinerafy comfortably on $450, provided they travel rather 
slowly and are careful of their expenses.

Cheap Board in Pensions.

Besides, the farewell tips to the servants are almost as much 
for two as for four days, while various small expenses, es- 
pecially the handling of baggage, count up with every change 
of abode.

Save Money by Taking Cabs. 

I have spoken so often of cabs that perhaps I ought to 
say cab fare in America and in surope are different things. 
In Paris cabs are 40 cents an hour, or 30 by the course; that 
is, from one address to another, no matter whether the dis- 
tance is two. blocks or two miles. In London and Germany 
cabs are a little over 50 cents an hour; two miles or under, in 
London, 25 cents. Truly one feels that it is saving money 
to drive in the large cities abroad. 

We found traveing in England about one-third more ex- 
pensive than on the continent. We did not need passports, 
as we did not go to Russia or Turkey, ut as they are some- 
times necessary when a stay of several weeks is made in one 
place, we thought it best to get them in America, where they 
cost less than at the foreign embassies.

To pacify certain censorious 
stockholders, he organized an auxili- 
ary company, the Salve Spreaders’ 
association. He employed several ex- 
pert salve spreaders, and with the aid 
of these maintained control of the 
plantation company.
